Federal Supervision 


The suggestion of George D. Strayer, a professor in a New 


York college, that a federal board of education be established, 
is not a new suggestion. It has been brought forward before 
but has never been acted upon in an official way. 


Dr. Strayer believes that education, "the most important 


service provided in a democracy, should be represented in the 
councils of the nation by a cabinet member." Such a depart- 
ment, Dr. Strayer adds, would devote itself largely to research 
and investigation and would provide a central bureau with a 
view to co-ordinating the work of local and state departments 
of education. 


Some manner of national supervision of education event- 


ually will come, yet it Is doubtful if it even will entirely super- 
cede local and state authority. The scope of a national depart- 
ment of education would be more in the line of. mapping out 
courses of study and reaching a uniform educational standard 


. for the entire nation so that the graduate of the rural school 
would have quite as many points to his schohtstic credit as fee 
graduate of the larger city schools. 


Educators might give a lot of thought to-Dr. Ctrayer's sug- 


gestions, which, while not new, reopen a vital phase of the ed 
ucation of the American people.
